Results: 15 New Cases of COVID-19 
Fifteen (15)​ new cases of COVID-19 were identified out of ​1,022​ tests performed by the DPHSS 
on Sunday, February 7, and tests from additional labs from Friday, February 5 to Sunday, 
February 7.​ Eight (8)​ cases reported recent travel history and were identified in quarantine. 
Eight (8) ​cases were identified through contact tracing. *Note: This breakdown includes the 13 
cases previously reported by the Joint Information Center since Friday, February 5, 2021. 
 
To date, there have been a total of ​7,664 ​officially reported cases of COVID-19 with ​130​ deaths, 
103 ​cases in active isolation, and ​7,431 ​not in active isolation. 
 

1​The COVID Area Risk (CAR) Score ​accounts for the incidence of new cases, how well current testing identifies these cases, and the rate of 
spread. The ideal long-term goal is to sustain a CAR Score of 2.5 or less, which has been shown to correlate with very low to zero COVID-related 
hospitalizations and deaths.

Pfizer-BioNTech first doses will be limited to 
50 per hour for eligible individuals. No first doses of the Moderna vaccine will be administered. 

Click​ ​here​ to schedule 
and to learn more about eligibility requirements.  
 
Due to a higher demand for second dose vaccines on Wednesday, February 10, there is a separate 
Eventbrite link to schedule appointments. This clinic will prioritize those due for their second 
dose of the Pfizer-BioNTech or Moderna vaccine. Pfizer-BioNTech first doses will be limited to 
50 per hour for eligible individuals. No first doses of the Moderna vaccine will be administered.
